D2 discloses the preparation of a product containing galactose and fructose from lactose, comprising hydrolysis 
of lactose to give galactose and glucose, and isomerisation of the glucose to fructose, 



D3 discbses the preparation of galactose by hydrolysis of lactose and isolation of the galactose by 
crystallisation. 

None of these citations discloses the process of the present application, and the claims are, therefore novel. 
Moreover the applicant has submitted that the compositions prepared by the present process, as well as the scries 
of synthetic steps and order in which they are performed, provide unexpected advantaged over the prior art. 
Accordingly, inventive step may also be acknowledged. 

The present claims are considered industrially applicable in view of the purported uses of the compositions. 
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
